ith the dual presenta- 
tion this month of 
“Black Arrow” and 
“Treasure Island,’ 
the Disney Studio’s 
35-year cycle of adventure films comes 
full circle. “Treasure Island” appeared in 
1950 as Walt Disney’s first live-action 
movie. “Black Arrow” is a 1985 produc- 
tion in the great Disney tradition. Both 
are based on books by Robert Louis 
Stevenson, whose stories Walt admired. 
It was typical of Walt to reach back in 
time for film ideas, and when the oppor- 
tunity to make a non-animated feature 
arrived, he remembered a favorite tale. 
As a schoolboy he had reveled in the his- 
torical fiction of Charles Dickens, Sir 
Walter Scott and Robert Louis Steven- 
son. A few years after World War II, Walt 
needed a story he could film using war- 
time dollars that had been frozen in Eng- 


Walt went back to England to make three 
more classics: “The Story of Robin Hood 
and His Merrie Men” “The Sword and 
the Rose” and “Rob Roy, the Highland 
Rogue?’ Some years later, he would again 
return to Robert Louis Stevenson and 
the British Isles for a movie version of 
“Kidnapped? 2 

“Black Arrow” is the newest link in a 
long chain of Disney action-adventure 
films. Adapted from Stevenson’s novel 
and set in the turbulence of England’s 
Wars of the Roses, this exclusive made- 
for-The Disney Channel movie stars 
Stephan Chase in the title role; Benedict 
Taylor as young Richard Shelton; Oliver 
Reed as his scheming guardian, Sir 
Daniel Brackley; Donald Pleasence as the 
sly adviser Oates; and Georgia Slowe as 
spirited Lady Joanna. Breaking with 
tradition, however, Disney Channel 
filmmakers went to Spain to make an 


land. “Treasure Island” seemed perfect 
for that purpose. With his wife Lillian 
and their daughters Sharon and Diane, 
Walt departed for London and the chal- 
lenges of location shooting. 

Stevenson’s tale begins at the Admiral 
Benbow inn, and carries his treasure 
hunters aboard the schooner Hispaniola 
from Bristol to a secret isle where pirate 
gold lies buried. Stevenson had written 
the yarn for his 13-year-old stepson 
Lloyd Osbourne, but upon its publica- 
tion in 1881 it was instantly popular with 
readers of all ages. Walt Disney, aware 
that he was dealing with a masterpiece, 
was determined to do it justice. 

He assembled 33 of Britain’s foremost 
actors for the all-male cast, led by Robert 
Newton as rascally Long John Silver and 
Basil Sydney as intrepid Captain Smol- 
lett. The only American was Bobby Dris- 
coll, 13, whom Walt had under contract. 
Bobby played the juvenile lead, Jim 
Hawkins. 

Walt chose original locales, as de- 
scribed in Stevenson’s book, for outdoor 
filming. The Hispaniola, a three-master 
built in 1887 and restructured for the 
picture, put to sea from Bristol harbor. 
Scenes were shot off the Cornish coast 
and Falmouth Bay. Walt returned to his 
Burbank studio glowing with enthusiasm 
for live-action production. “We realized 
that as soon as Walt rode on a camera 
crane, we were going to lose him? one of 
his animators remarked. It was true.

English movie. 

“Progress, if you can call it that, has 
closed in on many of the historical land- 
marks in Britain? explains producer 
Harry Alan Towers. “But we were able to 
find suitable settings in Spain” 

“Black Arrow” concerns the exploits of 
an outlaw archer from the house of Lan- 
caster, whose emblem is the Red Rose, 
against a shifty nobleman from the house 
of York, whose emblem is the White 
Rose. Drawn into the plot are two young 
lovers belonging to the opposing houses. 
Much of their story unfolds in Tunstall 
Castle, Sherwood Forest and the 15th 
century town of York. 

Guadamur, a medieval castle com- 
plete with battlements, moat and draw- 
bridge near Toledo, became Tunstall. 
Guadamur’s interior has been carefully 
preserved, and the imposing rooms once 
occupied by Queen Juana the Mad and 
her son, the future Emperor Charles V, 
were used as settings throughout the 
film. Some of them were re-dressed to 
serve as interiors of York Castle and the 
chambers of the Earl of Warwick (por- 
trayed by Fernando Rey). 

Pedraza, near Segovia, with its maze of 
narrow, steeply inclined alleys and color- 
ful, porticoed Plaza Mayor, provided the 
streets and town square of York. Boca del 
Asno, Spain’s national forest of towering 
pines on the rushing Rio Eresma in the 
Sierra de Guadarrama range of moun- 
tains, doubled for Sherwood Forest. ® 


How To Succeed 
In Show Biz Without 
Really Trying 


Tim Conway, who guests this month on Steve Allen’s Comedy Room (see page 13), goes back a long way 
with his TV host. Giving credit where credit is due, Tim says: 


teve Allen started me in show busi- 
Ss ness and I often wonder where I'd 
be today if he hadn't. 

I was going to be a jockey. I weighed 
105 pounds in high school and I used to 
exercise race horses, but ?d never been 
in a Starting gate with a horse. A horse 
goes from a dead stop to 37 miles an hour 
right now. So the first time I rode ina race, 
the gates opened, the horse went from a 
dead stop to 37 miles an hour, and I was 
left sitting in midair. I saw the horse go 
down the track and I said to myself, “I’m 
not on that horse. Isn’t it strange that he 
should be way down there and I'm sitting 
here in the air?” At that point I hit the 
ground and I thought, “This could be 
dangerous. I don’t think I’m going to do 
this any more?’ 

So then I tried boxing. It seemed like a 
nice, easy sport. I lived in Cleveland and 
I went to the Olympic stadium one Fri- 
day night and entered a match. The 
Cleveland Plain Dealer ran a front page 
picture of me sailing over the ropes and 
landing in the third row while several 
people tried to catch me. The caption 
was, “Those who are not proficient in 
their art should stay at home”

This over the land and riches of 


ROBERT LOUIS 
STEVENSON: 
THE LITERARY 
GYPSY 

“If this don’t fetch the 
kids, why, they have gone 
rotten since my day,” wrote 


‘Robert Louis Stevenson 


about “Treasure Island,” 
which was to be his first— 
and greatest—success. 
Stevenson’s own boyish love 
of romantic adventure gave 
him the rare ability to en- 
chant children of all ages. 

Born in Edinburgh in 
1850, Stevenson was a soli- 
tary, precocious, and sickly 
child who loved reading 
about foreign lands. He 
began indulging his wander- 
lust when he was in his early 
twenties. Although a serious 
lung disease often brought 
him to a state of collapse, he 
toured Scottish lighthouses 
and harbors (which later 
showed up in “Treasure Is- 
land” and “Kidnapped”); he 
took a walking tour of 
France; and he spent time in 
London, America, and the 
Swiss Alps. Despite this 
nomadic life, Stevenson 
turned out stories and novels 
at high speed. 

Finally, he settled on the 
South Sea island of Samoa. 
Here he entertained Sa- 
moan chiefs, who gave him 
the name “Tusitala,” literally 
“Chief White Information.” 
In 1894, Stevenson died, and 
was buried at the top of a 
jungle mountain. On the 
grave 1s a plaque with his 
lines, “Home is the sailor, 
home from sea,/And the 
hunter home from the hill.” 

Today, youngsters know 
Stevenson as a top-notch 
teller ofadventure tales; crit- 
ics see him as a master 
craftsman. When his roman- 
tic dreams and artistic genius 
come together, the result is 
such enduring classics as 
“Treasure Island” “Black 
Arrow” and “Kidnapped?

| tors have long known that films and tele- 
vision programs can stimulate reading 
interest. This month’s selection of 
movies based on literary classics (see 
pages 6 & 7) provides an outstanding 
example of how TV can help you turn 
young viewers into young—and eager— 
readers. 

Many subscribers tell us that increased 
interest in books is a major benefit 
gained from viewing The Disney Chan- 
nel. But TV viewing is Just one way to 
spark interest in books. “Just one more 

page, pleeeeeeecease” is a 
familiar bedtime plea to par- 
ents who’ve successfully 
raised a reader. Most 
of them say they 
began working at it 
early— 
and kept 
it up! 


Infancy — 
Starting Young 
According to experts, reading to 
babies develops vital listening and rec- 
ognition skills as well as providing a com- 
j forting sense of closeness. When reading 
to your infant keep these tips in mind: 


1 Be relaxed, calm, and comfortable. 
| This is perfect “cuddling” time for you 
and your baby. 


2 Read something YOU enjoy. Their 
soothing, musical language makes 
poetry and nursery rhymes especially 
appropriate. 


3 Sing the words, making up your own 
i tunes as you go. 
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4 Select books with large, simple, color- 
ful pictures. Hold the page at the child’s 
eye level. Point out and talk about the il- 
lustrations. Remember that infants re- 
spond well to pictures of faces. 


5 Allow your child to touch and hold 
the book, and, later, help turn the pages. 


6 Repeat favorite books. (See the list on 
the next page for some suggestions.) 


7 Remain responsive to your baby’s 
mood, and end the session at the first 
sign of restlessness. 


Toddlers (1-3) — 
Build Basic Skills 


Books extend the world which 
toddlers are so busy exploring. Regular 
reading builds their language skills by in- 
creasing familiarity with concepts such as 
story, character, plot, and letter sounds. 
Reading time with your small bundle of 
energy becomes more enjoyable and 
productive if you: 


8 Read frequently! Choose a routine 
place and a time when your child is most 
likely to sit quietly (such as before bed or 
naptime). 


9 Involve your listener by discussing 
the text and asking questions. 


10 Let your child select the books, but 
y 

add one or two of YOUR choice to 

gradually widen the reading experience. 


11 Stay in tune with the toddler’s short 
attention span and react accordingly. 
Nothing’s gained by forcing a restless 
child to listen. 


12 Encourage independent interest by 
placing books in different parts of the 
house. Set up a reading corner with a 
small chair or table. Provide a box, bag or 
old purse for your toddler to tote favor- 
ite volumes around. 


13 Teach proper handling of books. 


Ways To Grow 
An Eager Reader! 


Remove them with a firm “no” when nec- 
essary. 


14 Build language skills by providing big 
crayons and grocery bags to “write” on; 
modeling clay and pipe cleaners to shape 
letters; a blackboard, and fingerpaints or 
soap “crayons.” 


Preschoolers (3-5) — 
Increase Involvement 


Preschoolers pride themselves on the 
ability to identify words and phrases. 
Some will memorize entire passages of 
favorite books to “read” aloud. You can 
keep pace with your preschooler’s 
insatiable drive to learn more with these 
ideas: 


15 Expand your reading diet to include 
non-fiction, children’s magazines, Sun- 
day comics, catalogs and even short 
human-interest newspaper articles. 


16 Encourage your child to create sim- 
ple books, and “write” to friends or rela- 
tives. 


17 Start a neighborhood story hour. Ask 
other moms to take turns hosting on al- 
ternate weeks. 


18 Tape favorite stories so your pre- 
schooler can “read” along in the books. 


19 Add library trips to your regular out- 
ings. Before the first visit, explain the 
procedure for borrowing and book care. 
If possible, meet the librarian. Allow lots 
of time for browsing, 
but limit the 
book 

selection. 
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School Age (5 and Up) — 
Keep Interest High 


“I read it myself!” is surely one of the 
most triumphant statements a child can 
make. Here’s how you can help sustain 
that precious enthusiasm. 


20 Acquaint yourself with your school’s 
reading programs. 


21 Stretch your repertoire. Try longer, 
chaptered books. Occasionally read ma- 
terials above your child’s developmental 
level. 


22 When your beginner reads to you, al- 
ternate pages to take the pressure off. 


23 Record your child reading aloud. 
Boost self-confidence by asking your 
“bookworm” to read to younger siblings 
or to you while you’re doing chores. 


24 Follow through on interests piqued 
by reading. Visit local museums or histor- 
ical sites related to those you’ve read 
about. Listen to the kind of music or try a 
food or craft mentioned in a favorite 
book. Check out art books and look at 
masterpieces together. 


25 Be genetouswith praise and keep a 
positive attitude. Reading development 
doesn’t always progress in a straight line. 

Your own example as parents contrib- 
utes the most to nurturing eager readers. 
If your children grow up surrounded by 
books and printed materials, if they see 
you read for enjoyment and informa- 
tion, chances are excellent that they'll in- 
herit your own enthusiasm and a lifetime 
endowment of pleasure — the joy of 
reading. 
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“You and Me, Kid’ 


Although selecting books you and 
your child will both enjoy depends on 
your individual preferences, the fol- 
lowing guidelines will prove useful 
when you are confronted with many 
choices. 

Ask yourself: 

è Are the illustrations plentiful, 
clear and large? Do they match the text 
and help explain it? Are they visually 
interesting, with enough originality, 
action, color and vitality? 

e Is the text well written? Is the use 
of language original and creative? Are 
the thoughts expressed directly and 
positively? Is the story interesting? Are 
familiar words and phrases repeated 
frequently? 

e Is the book sturdily bound in a 
durable cover? Is the paper high qual- 
ity? Are the pages uncluttered, with 
enough white space for eyes to focus 
easily? 

e Is this a book you can read many 
times over without tiring of it? Will it 
captivate your child’s imagination? 

Try the titles here to get started on 
hours of reading adventures. Fre- 
quently found on lists compiled by 
educators and librarians, they repre- 
sent just a portion of the excellent lit- 
erature waiting for you to discover, 
share and treasure with your children.

YOU’LL NEED: 

Plenty of file folders, flattened 
and trimmed so all edges are 
even. (Legal size are best.)

KEEP, TURRETS AND 
TOWERS: 


1) Mark a line 1” in on a short 
side of a file folder. Score by 


S finch 
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running a scissors point down 
the line. DO NOT CUT. 

Fold along the line. 

2) Fold the folder in half once, 
then again to make four equal 
walls. Open the folder, mark a 
line 12” from the top edge, then 


mark 1” intervals along that line. 


Cut at every other interval to 
form the crenels in the 
parapets. 

Now, glue the 1” strip to the wall 
to make the keep stand upright. 


Make other towers and turrets 
using the same steps and 
different-sized rectangles. 

3) Create a ramp leading into the 
keep by cutting and folding a 
piece of folder as shown here. 


WALLS: 

1) Make them as long as you 
choose. The longer the walls, 
the larger your castle will be. 
2) Cut several file folders apart 
lengthwise. Trim the indented
